Agents are wanted to “handle my goods,” 
ana a ' ‘golden opportunity” is held oat 
to the right kind of people to establish 
fhsrnselves iu a successful business. The 
schemers are supposed to live in New 
Jersey, aud they will do no business with 
any one by mail. N j letters will be re­ 
ceived or opened. The telegraph only is 
used in correspondence. 
{Special in­ 
struction is given la regard to the send­ 
ing cf dispatches, and the following is an 
exact copy of tbe telegram one must send 
if he proposes to deal with the unknown 
persons: 
“ G W Grac«—M a t a w a n S t a t i o n , M a t a w a n , 
New Jersey: 
“ Mr. Franks was not h ere.” 
To this is added, cf oourse, the name 
of tbe person who wishes to beoomericb 
on a few hundred dollars. 
Just .what “ my goods” are is not 
known to the innocent man who is seek­ 
ing an easy road to wealth, bat the termg 
of purchase are cash down, with tbe fol­ 
lowing inducements: 
The person or 
pereo is wishing to deal with tbess gen­ 
erous people ia Naw Jersey, must go to 
Matawan (Station, and report in person, 
and if they are poor a liberal ajowan ye 
will be made them for travelling ex- 
penieg. 
“My goods” are first clasp, 
says tbe circular, and the prices are as 
follows: Tinee hundred and fifty dol­ 
lars brings 84,000 of the goods; 8650 
buys 813,500 worth; and 81,000 buys 
821,000 worth. 
The instructions, upon which great 
stress is laid, are these: 
1. Don't as long as you live write me 
a letter, for it will not be received. 
2. If you wish to come to me, send a 
telegram aa tper copy en d u ed . Tele­ 
grams only received. 
3. On receipt of your telegram I will 
send you fall instructions how to meet 
me and what hotel to stop at. Don’t 
come, under no oircumstinces, without 
first telegraphing. 
4. lf you havent the 8350, or more, 
don’t come at all, aud let the matter 
drop. 
The impression which this circular i) 
designed to make is that the unknowD 
person is dealing in bogus United States 
bonds aud treasury notes, made from 
plates obtained in the treasury depart­ 
ment, and which are so thoroughly good 
in appearance that they will deceive the 
best banks in tbe country. But this is 
misleading. The person whose “goods’ 
are first class, is not dealing in counte- 
ftit bonds. It is sail to be a scheme to 
entice innocent persons m^the neighbor­ 
hood of Matawan Station, ani than rob 
them of their rn jney. This is the avowed 
intention of tbe parson or per jjns issu­ 
ing tbe circular, and the success cf the

E ldora, Iowa, April 16.—Detective 
J. C. Burke has arrived in this city with 
Charles Marx and Jam es Rice, whom he 
had arrested In Visalia, 
Cal., on the 
charge of m urdering Henry Johns, the 
wealthy land owner, of this county, In 
1885. 
Henry Johns was a brother-in- 
law of the Rainsbarger brothers, and 
was a millionaire. 
While returning 
home from Eldora one night in May, 
1885, he was waylaid and 
murdered. 
Suspicion at once rested on the Rains- 
bargers, but as no evidence developed 
detectives wero employed, and rewards 
were offered by the State and by the 
window. 
After a hard chase and n x years of 
shadowing Detective Burke has captured 
his men. 
T he naturo of the evidence 
against them has not as yet been made 
public, but great excitement and In­ 
terest havo been awakened. 
These a r­ 
rests recall a series of crimes th at wero 
committed in this vicinity, for which 
two men are serving life sentences and 
two othors fell victims of vigilantes. 
The two men who are nowin jail at this 
place wero formerly residents of tho 
county and one of thorn was a well-to-do 
farmer. 
The first of a long series of murders 
was committed In tho fall of 1884, when 
Enoch Johnson, an old counterfeiter, 
was killed in a ravine a short distance 
from Eldora. 
It was at first supposed 
that he had killed himself, but after 
some investigation N ate 
and Frank 
Rainsbarger were arrested for the m ur­ 
der, and afterw ard sentenced to prison 
for life. Shortly afterward Henry Johns, 
the wealthy farmer, was murdered while 
returning holily at midnight. 
Ile was 
within forty rods of his own house when 
tho deed was done. 
Suspicion at once pointed to the re ­ 
maining 
Rainsbargors—Nance, Finn, 
and William, who still lived at Steam­ 
boat Rock. 
No arrests were made at 
tho time, but Mrs. Henry Johns, a sis­ 
ter of tho Rainsbargors, used all her 
influence and money In their behalf, be­ 
sides offering a iarge reward for the 
capture of tho m urderers of her hus­ 
band. 
The State of Iowa also offered a 
reward of $'>00. 
In June of the same 
year, while Dr. It. M. Underwood and 
G. II. Ritenour were passing a lonely 
spot in the woods, they wero fired upon 
and barely escaped with their lives 
Next, day the officers arrested Nance, 
William, and Finn Rainsbarger as the 
panties who did the shooting. 
William gave a satisfactory bond and 
remained at home, tho other 
two boys 
being confined in the Eldora Jail. 
T h at 
evening they wore both killed by a vigi­ 
lance committee, the leader or the mem­ 
bers of which have never been known. 
At tho funeral of tho dead Kuinsbargers 
Lincoln Johns, son of Henry, declared 
in open speech th a t the m urderer of his 
father was at th at funeral and ho would 
have revenge. 
T he excitement gradually died down, 
but detectives have been at. work and 
have finally 
arrested 
the two men 
brought hero yesterday. 
The trial of 
ttyeso men, it is expected will develop 
some very interesting evidence regard­ 
ing the killing of Johns, and will also 
expose the gang of counterfeiters and 
the mob of lynchers who broko Into the 
jail at Eldora in 1885. 
The two b ro th ­ 
ers who murdered Enoch Johnson are 
serving a life sentence at the F ort Madi­ 
son penitentiary, and tho only rem ain­ 
ing brother lives at Steamboat Rock, 
where he makes a comfortable living by 
farming. 
Tho sons of Henry Johns are 
living in Nebraska.

The Chancellor then referred 
to tho im portant position which had 
been held by Prince Bismarck, and ex­ 
pressed the hope th at in the future the 
empire would continue secure. 
The edi­ 
fice of state, he said, was cemented 
firmly enough to 
resist 
wind

weather. 
Moreover, tho noble person­ 
ality of the young monarch had already

Prussia 
and 
tho 
German Em pire resting on Prussia’s 
shoulders.

The Emperor had said

T he inauguration of a new era was 
therefore not to be expected, although a 
more harmonious solidarity would be 
manifest among tile members of the 
D iet 
In conclusion the Chancellor said he 
would allow tho widest scope to prac­ 
tical criticism and would adopt w hat 
was good wherever it was found.

Two companies of infantry 
and threo of cavalry were dispatched to 
tile scene, and have succeeded in corner­ 
ing tile Indians, and are awaiting orders 
as to their disposition. 
It is probable that tho whole band 
will be removed 
from the reservation.
